Although the KCLi Central Committee ostensibly became the supreme organ of 

the government and military forces, actually all policy decisions in both 
fields were made by the Politburo. All apnointmentse to and dismissals frou 
high government or military positions were also controlled by the Politburo, 
although announced through the Central Committee. The apparent conflict of 
interests indicated by this arrangement was actually nullified by the fact 

that KI‘ [l-séng was chairman ‘of the XCLP and all cabinet members and inportant 
army officers were also KCLP members. The Central Committee convened only 
once a year, while the Politburo was in permanent session.
